TERRIFIC EXPLOSION. 



0 ten wood Spring-e, Col., Sept. 17. — 
A frightful gas explosion occurred at 
5:30 Monday evening In the coal mine 
of the Colorado Fuel and Iron Co., at 
Spring Gulch, probably resulting in 
the instant death of several miner* 
and injury of others. 

"~he concussion of the explosion 
was terrific, and the entire entry was 
badly cured in. Three bodies were 
recovered from near the entry soon 
after the explosion, but they were 
I frightfully mangled as to lie un- 

The telephone line to Spring Gulch- 
i down and a messenger wns dis- 

pntched to the office of the I'ocahon- 
raine, eight miles distant, where 
telephone connection was had with 
Olcnwood. 

A Midland train was ordered and 
all doctors in Glenwood Springs were 
at once sent to the scene of the acci- 
dent. No definite information has yet 
been received here as to the number 
of nun killed, but It wns supposed 
that the men nt this mine work until 
6 o'clock, except those who do con- 
tract work, and in that event it i- 
thought that almost loo nien may 
have been in the mine nt the time ol 
the explosion. There la not one 
Chance In a thousand for many ot 
them to escape with their Uvea,
